6«ti*al 
Wejler ii reaping the crop, and the re- 
■nit will honifj the world. Thia fer- 
tile land is weary beyond meusure of 
Weyler and war. Next month there 
can not but be another junjp in the 
death rate. In May it was more than 
twice a* great ae it was in March. Now 
come the raintt and with them an in- 
ereaae in yellodr f Arar, typhoa, wfcioh ia 
already la the ftald, and all the enteric 
diaordara to whi^ reconceutradoa are 
partloalarij Uable. 

Bran Were war Mopped now there 
would be 60,000 or 75,000 deaths before 
a bettered condition of the stricken pop- 
nlation coold check the march of the 
destroyer. I say this without regard to 
Spanish or rebel. The proof that it is 
true is here. General Weyler's policy 
is resulting only in t)>e whulrsiue re- 
moval of pa<nflco« and womrii and chil- 
dren wlio can not e-icrijio, wlii.e the in- 
snrKt'nts, the men aRauist whom Spain 
Bends iiun, are not being conqni'vcd. 

Tlio mayor and aldermun of Madrup.A 
have resign* d. Rations of volunteers 
have \n'f.i\ cut off. and guerrilla.*! are no 
lonper paid, but tho8«^ on jxwt at night 
KMirch the hout-es and carry off what 
they plva?e. Not the Hh^htest ellort 
is made to btop tli< ^e uutrages. If one 
coiapUined iie would probaidy not live 
to complain again. 

There wa« a strikiiiK evidence of paci- 
fication in Havana province yesterday. 
A train currying troop.s and the civil 
and military governors of MataoKOs was 
blown up near San Mi^ueL Baren aol- 
diers were reported killed. 

The rainy season has set in in Pinar 
del Rio. This insurgents are active 
there and the troops are suffering great- 
ly from fever. Two hundred and fifty 
KnCFcringsoMiers were brought to Hava- 
na yesterday. The alcalde of Santa Olara 
has refused to allow paciticos to go out 
after vegetables, saying it is an injus- 
tice to the tax paying merchants. Of 
conrse, this is simply closing the lines 
tighter around the starving ones, who 
have no money to patronize merchants.

Nkw York. June 16.— A dispatch to 
The Journal from Havana says : Span- 
ish troops are returning to Spain at the 
rate of 3,000 per month. This week's 
mails oamrtad baek otw 600 free of cost 
to fbe gOfemment. the expanses being 
l)ome jointly by the Marqtda d« Comil- 
las, president of the trans- Atlantic line, 
and the Spanish Red Cross society 
here. Probably half of the men saihng 
were ill or wonnded. and at least 50 
lookeil as if they would never with- 
stand thevoya^re. One man ilied while 
being taken from tlie hospital to the 
wharf to embark. 

Reports of increasing misery among 
the dabans in Weyler s fortified toWns 
come ttoxa all over the island. 

Mayor Fizarra and Chief of Police 
Armenteros of San Nicolas, which Go- 
mez and Maceo took with their forces 
in 1H96, on their way west, were tried 
by conrtraartial here yesterday and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. Both are 
Spaniards. They were embarked with 
aboat 60 politloal prisoners forCenta, 
vpoB <he African co ast.

•n Hhaits Made of the Moat Inflammable 
Matartal -Valnabia Itaaarda Daatroyed. 

Naw York, June 16.— The United 
States government immigrant station 
on Kllis island, in New York harbor, 
was destroyed by fire this morning, but 
with probably no loss of life. The fire 
was first seen at 13:88 a. m. by the 
lookout from tha harbor police station. 
He first noticed a Hug Aboat as hirge as 
a man's hand coming out of the window 
on the second floor toward the eastern 
end. 

The fire spread rapidly. At 1 :05 a. m. 
the eaves along the entire roof began to 
fall, setttag fire to the wooden piers and 
docks OB either side. 

At 1 :12 a. m. the whole island was a 
moss of flames illuminating the entire 
inner harbor and the lower part of New 

York city. 

.\s sotm as possible, two section.s of 
police, 20 men and the police patrol 
launches wore sent to the island. 

An alarm was sent to the lower pre- 
cinct police stations of the city and 25 
meiiwere ordered to th ' s. eiie. The 
nre lK>nt New York, was kooii under 
headway, with lireuK n {.oluenien and 
Others. 

The fire boat Zephar Mills was sent 
to the island as quickly as she could be 
made ready. 

Later many persons went over in tugs 
and row boats. 

The end of the building in which the 
fire started was used for sleeping, cook- 
ing and eating by the immiirrauts. The 
detention pen, in whi(;h there were al- 
ways a considerable number of inimi- 
prants being held for investigation, was 
soon consumed. 

Beside the buildings mentioned there 
was a hospital, the offices of the com- 
missioners, a laundry, a disinfecting 
department and great dstems in which 
are stored large qnantitles of rain water 
gathered from tha roofs of the boild* 
mgs. 

The physicians and minor oflldals 
live in detachment small buildings. 

The 200 iiiimigrantH were safely trans- 
ferred from the island to the b£Boe at 
battery, leaving no one but tha firemen 
and a few attendants. 

The ferryboat John G. Carlisle, which 
pUea between tha battelj and ElUs 
island, brooght tha aiok from the hoa- 
pitaL There were 76 men and 46 
women and ohUdren on the boat. 
Tweiity ot the Wiomen were sick, one of 
them anfferiag frimi ^rphoid fever and 
said to be in a scrieu coadiltai. With 
the party ako ware tha dootors and 
nurses. 

Before the fenrboat Carlisle arrived 
amMlriMes had been sammohed from 
Gbrarimnr and Hadson Street hospitals 
so that the sick bronght to the city 
could he cared for. 

Dr. White said that so far as ha knew 
no one had bcton borhed or injured. He 
said, however, that there were many of 
the immigrants who ref need to leave the 
island. AU about there were ferryboats, 
tugs, and small boats willing to bring 
the people to the city, but the immi- 
grants in their excitement feared to 
venture on the water. 

The buildings on Ellis island were 
simply wooden sheds made of tlie most 
inflammable material. The main build- 
ing was 404 by l.")4 feet and three stories 
high. It was constrncted entirely of 
pine. The first floor was devoted to the 
baggage room, the immigrants pens 
and the officers of the expressmen. 

1 he second floor was occupied by em- 
itn'ants. It was a vast opening space 
divided into pens by picket fences. 

The third r;oor w^as a gallery from 
which the immigrants below could be 
insj>ectrd without coming into OOntaot 
with the inspectors. 

The cost of the jjlant is said to have 
been |780,CU0. All the recordi were 
lost. 

TO AID THE MINERS.

Habrisburo, Pa., June 15.— The joint 
committee appolntad to investigate the 
condition of the miners in the anthra- 
cite ooal regions made its report to the 
senate last night and the rtport was 
adopted. 

"The testimony taken," says there- 
port, "shows conclusively a deplorable 
condition of affaire for a period covering 
about two years. The miners have 
earned an average of about fi per 
weak, upon which in many instanqes 
tlMV are compelled to support large 
familiM." 

Twrtiavunittae recommends the en- 
actment of a law abolishing company 
Stores : the prohibiting of discounting or 
negotiating money orders belonging to 
the miners ; the enactment of a com- 
pmlaoiy sami-monthly pay law ; and the 
paaaaga of a resolntion re(^uesting Penn • 
sylTMlia representatives in cougre.ss to 
vote for and urge the passage oi a law 
restricting fotmgn immigration.

Tha Treaty Already Drawn Vp 
tha Sisnatorai. 

VfAHmstnos, June 15.— The efficials 
at the state department steadfastly re- 
fuse to make any statement as to the 

negotiation of a treaty providing far the 
annexation of Hawaii, and at the Ha- 
waiian legation the Kame silent w if> ob- 
served. However, it is known that tlie 
treaty, ttioagh not yet sigiK^d, is drawn 
up ready for signature, and as the pres- 
ident is fully aware of its scope, there is 
no doubt that he will anthoriaa its sig- 
nature. 

Inthia oMeit is azpaetad that the 
document IriU be smt to tha aaoate f or 
its action Toqr soon, aran wUlila a 
week, it is said in soma wall-informed 

quarters. If thia be the case it mar be 
taken for granted that the president 
has taken ai^ to amore hinuittf of a 
favofable r#oaption zor tha treaty in 
the senate and to guard against snoh a 
mishap as b«fell the arbitration treaty 
last session. 

The present condition in Hawaii, it is 
said, has had much to do with favorable 
consideration of the treaty of annexa- 
tion. The present government of Ha- 
waii and the p«?ople who support it are 
very much concerned about the Japa- 
nese situation. Private information re- 
ceived by Hawaiians in this city is to 
the effect that the Japanese at any time 
may tak>j some action looking to acquisi- 
tion of the island. The advices ofnoial- 
ly received are of much the same tenor. 

The B -i.timent in the senate seems to 
be that .lapan in no way should control 
the islands or get a foottiold there. Thi4 
argument has been used to prevent even 
notice of ubrogati(m of the present 
treaty in th ■ taritT bill. It is said that 
h notice might be followed by Japa- 
nese (Kcuiiatiou and the i.slaiids could 
not be fcaiiied by the United .'States 
without a struggle. 

In this connect. on it is learned that 
the conversations among the most prom- 
inent Jnpane>e residents of Hawaii, 
which have been repirted to the repre- 
sentatives rf the islands in Washing- 
ton, have been of a threatening charac- 
ter, and that the American residents 
liave more concern than hasbee&shown 
in the publislied accounts.

SmtS Was Dead. 
Suro SiNO, Jnna 16. — Howard A. 
Scott was electrocuted here yesterday at 
11:11 a. m. He was declared dead at 
11 :13:30. 

The crime for which Scott was e.\e- 
cuted was committed in New Yoik on 
Oct. 3S, 1B96. Scott was separated from 
his wife. The latter earned a livelihood by 
working in a laundry. Scott's jealousy 
had caused the separation. About noon 
on the day of the murder Mrs. Scott ap- 
peared at the Jefferson Market coort 
and nfiid she either wanted to secure a 
divorce from her husband or a separa- 
tion, as he had treated her cruelly 
and hatl failed to provide for her. A 
sum 11 ions was given her. Mrs. .S:ott 
then went to her home. • Shortly after- 
ward her sister, Mrs. Anna White, 
called on her. She found Mrs. Scott 
lying nn tlie floor With almUathole in 
her left breast. 

Scott was at once suspected. An ef- 
fort was made to get a statement from 
Mrs. Scott, but she was too far gone to 
talk and died soon after. Scott, at a 
funeral of a relative a few we' ks before, 
had remarked, "that there will be an- 
other fiiiier.il soon." This iind other 
evidence was broueht againsi him, and 
at his trial he was convicted. 

Man and Horses Pariah. 

Mis.«ori.A, Mon., June 16.— A fire last 
night destroyed the breediiiff stables of 
Higgius Brothers, the well known horse- 
men of this city. With the stables five 
horses were burned, including Trix. one 
of the best known pacers of tlie west. 
Fred Stroustej, a jockey, was bunied to 
death in attempting to save the stock. 
The fire was incendiary and was the 
10th that has occurred in this city 
within a few weeks. Citixens are talk- 
ing of organising a Tigilanbe com- 
mittee. _ 

Candldntcn For a Lynching. 
New York, Juno l.?.— The police of 
Brooklyn ore still without any clew as 
to the identity of the would-be train 
wreckers who endangered the lives of 
1,000 persons Simday night by phu:ing 
a huge iron rail on the tracks of the Sea 
Beach line. It woa dliOOTerad htter 
that an attempt had also been made to 
wreck a train on tha Calvar line, which 
runs parallel with the 8e» Baaoh route, 
by turning th e switches.

Mrs. Carll, the postmistress, had just 

stepped out of the door, having left on 
tlie desk ••tl40 in registered money which 
was to have been miiiled in tho morn- 
ing. She was shot by the robber as he 
left the ottic-, bnt not hurl Tha man 
escaped with the money.

debate on the sugar schedule of the tar- 
iff bill proceeded yesterday with only one 
diTerting incident to reliere the monot 
ony in which the diaonaaion has elapsed 
This was a sharpe exchange between 
Mr. Hoar of Massachosetta and Mr 
Tillman of South Carolina, represent- 
ing the two extremes of aenatorial pro 
ceednre.
